The subject of better roads is one of vital importance 
to all our citizens and should receive our earnest support. 
Under the direction of the state highway department a 
section of permanent road was built the past year. The 
road selected for improvement covered one of the mud- 
diest pieces of main road in town. While it may be the 
opinion of some that too much money has been expended 
on the short section of road covered by the appropriation, 
and the restrictions and instructions of the state engineer 
too arbitrary, it has had a valuable effect as an object 
lesson to our people, in road building. We are strongly 
of the opinion that the town should prepare itself for the 
construction of some sort of permanent road each year as 
indicated by the highway department. We should have 
road agents with the time and ability to take such a con- 


*State disbursements indicated above are payments made by the state from 
the joint fund for surveys, plans, inspection and advertising. 
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tract and thus make a saving of the large profit of letting 
of such work to acontractor. We believe the town should 
avail itself of the help offered by the state. 

We desire to call the attention of the town to some 
work of a permanent nature which the town has done 
aside from that in which the state has had apart. The 
narrow roadway through the ledge at the top of Russell’s 
Hill has been blasted out and a road twenty feet in width 
takes the place of what was formerly a dangerous piece of 
road. The cost of this work was ninety-six dollars, a 
portion of which has been contributed by individuals, for 
which, in behalf of the town, we wish to acknowledge its 
appreciation. Further in this connection we wish to men- 
tion that the road through the meadow south of Monad- 
nock Farm Number Five has been greatly improved by a 
thick layer of small stone covered with a coating of gravel. 
The repairs on this road have long been needed but the 
heavy teaming to Dublin made it doubly necessary this 
year. The cost of this work was two hundred dollars, 
fifty dollars of which was contributed by Mr. Leighton 
and the same amount by Mr. MacVeagh, which was grate- 
fully received. 

The bridge over Seaver’s mill pond was discovered to 
be in a very unsafe condition. With the prevailing high 
price of lumber it was thought to be economy to purchase 
an iron bridge for its renewal. The cost appears else- 
where. 

The resignation of the road agents elected by the town 
made it necessary for the selectmen to adopt a hap-hazard 
way of getting help and making repairs which were abso- 
lutely required. The cost was doubtless more than it 
would have been with a well systemized method of re- 
pairing roads under an efficient agent.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


We have had thirty-two weeks of school the past year, 
or one week less than the year previous. It was our in- 
tention to have thirty-three weeks, but the expense of 
new books, supplies and fuel, was considerably more than 
usual. The length of school is not the only thing required 
to make the scholar, for twenty-five years or more ago 
we had much less than now, but the graduates of our 
schools in those days were certainly the equals in scholar- 
ship of those of the present time. Still we would not ad- 
vocate having any less schooling than now. We endeav- 
ored to employ the best teachers available whose recom- 
mendations from their former employers was first class, 
but owing to their environments, or something else, have 
not, in some cases, been as successful here as elsewhere. 
In no case have we had a teacher who was not thoroughly 
competent, as far as education was concerned, to teach a 
successful school, but in government came near being a 
failure. There is quite as much in tact to govern well as 
in education. In fact, a teacher without this natural 
qualification, better seek some other oceupation. How- 
ever, the lack in teachers can be made up in part by the 
codperation of the parents in giving good advice to their 
children and impressing upon their minds what they go to 
school for and the benefits to be derived therefrom in after- 
life, and also, implicit obedience to the rules of the school. 
Parents ought never to listen to tales of their children in 
criticism of their teacher, but should strive to encourage 
and assist her in her often thankless task. We have said 
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the same many times, but it has been like water spilled 
upon the ground. In conclusion of this brief report let us 
say to the people of this town, your schools are to a great 
extent what you choose to make them.
